of fine music within the walls of Christ Church Cathedral. 

This is the second time the cathedral has produced a 
recording. The first one, Bill Dyson Sings, came out about 
this time last year, sold 1,000 copies and won praise from 
musicians over a wide area. cc s 

In the current release we have the choirs and soloists, the 
organ and the bells of the cathedral in one quite delightiul 
package 

There are. 12 bands, six on either side. Setting the scene 
and the mood, the first band is devoted to the summoning 
voices of the beils, a brief welcome by Dean Brian Whitlow 
and an organ voluntary that includes the great state trumpet. 
Then there: follows a well-arranged program which 
pleases by its. very contrasts and balance, frequently. is 
moving and has moments which are really a thrill. 

Treble Bilt Dyson is featured on the cover as the soloist 
fn Mendelssohn’s Hear My Prayer arid Handel’s Let the 
Bright Seraphim. 

Backed in the first instance by the adult choir and 
surrounded in. the second by eight of the leading boys, these 
are altogether two impressive performances. were 
taped when Bill’s voice was at its mature best and plainly 
reveal his many musical attributes as well as some happy 
ensemble effects. 

Bill’s career as the finest of Christ Church Cathedral boy 
trebles is over now, so for the hundreds of Victorians who 
have been enchanted by his singing, this record is a salute 
and a farewell. f 

But while the recored jacket headlines these two items, 
there are other highlights worthy of notice. Chief among 
them for me, is the voice of William Broadhead. 

This warm, lyrical baritone, backed by a lovely organ 
accompaniment, is heard in an Epiphany song, The Three 
Kings, and it is a gem, 

Then there are the haunting young voices of Laura Groos 
‘nd Stephen Horning in separate solo numbers and at the end 
a pleasing combination of Broadhead with the smooth 
‘contralto of . Eleanor Ashford, soloists in a Mendelssohn 
anthem. 


Both the adult and boys’ choirs are-in fine form, particu- 


= larly in the two headline numbers and. in the caro!s, The 


Infant King and Ding-Dong Merrily. 

Side Two of the record is introduced with a stirring 
performance of Reger’s Organ Toccata in D-minor, played by 
Richard Proudman. : 

Organist choir master Proudman has, of course, been the 
chief instigator of these cathedral recording sessions and 
through his work with the choirs and soloists, the initiative, 
imagination and drive by which he has conceived and carried 

“the-ffoject through, he has achieved something for which, not 
only the cathedral, but the city itself should be grateful. 

The sound, cally speaking, is good and particularly 
in regard to the organ, an improvement on the first record, 

From many points of view, quality, nature of the “music; 
nostalgia, and--appeal to the ‘affections of Victorians,..it will 
add something special ps Christmas a a lot of us. 


And speaking of records, a few people have been 
fortunate enough to hear im advance the voice of the Nor- 
wegian lyric tenor Rikard Fluor, who will appear .n two 
recitals at McPherson Playhouse, “Sunday afternoon and 
Monday evening. 

What we have heard proves that advance reports have 
been by no means exaggerated. 

The gifted singer, who commands numerous languages 
and sometimes accompanies himself on the guitar, has indeed 
a rare, and‘beautiful voice, smooth and full with a silver bell- 
like resonance. " 

His Playhouse concerts will include an Italian group, 
seven songs from Schumann's Dichterliebe cycle, arias from 
Mozart, Massenet_and Ponchielli operas, art songs by Edvard 
Griez, and folk songs. 


He Likes Cooking 


Concert Into Shape

S$ AN FRANCISCO (UPI)— 
A short, stocky man built like 
a wrestler walks decisively 
onto the stage of the War 
Memorial Opera House with 
his violin, bows to a flutter of 
applause and gives the signal 
for the musicians to tune. 

When the resulting caco- 
phony subsides Conductor 
Josef Krips emerges from the 
swings to direct another con- 
cert of the San Francisco 
Symphony Orchestra. 

Who was the first man? He 
was Concertmaster Jacob 
Krachmalnick, 46, a foremost 
violinist in his own right but 
who does much more than 
just play the fiddle. 

“What I do‘at-a concert,” 
Krachmainick says, “is. like 
bringing the roast beef to the 
dinner table. I like being the 
cook much better.” Which is 
his way of explaining he 
enjoys. preparing for the con- 
cert better than giving the 
performance itself. 


The concertmaster’s job 
varies with the man. himself 
and the- conductor, but in 
general, here’s how it goes: 


Before the season begins, 
Krachmalnick gets together 
with Krips and reviews the 
repertoire. Then as the day 
for a particular concert ap- 
proaches, he goes- over the 
phrasing and bowing of the 
string parts. 

His master copy -is then 
copied and: distributed to the 
players which is why, 
incidentally ail the strings 
play up and down together at 
the concert. It would be 
mighty distracting otherwise. 

Krachmainick has ot her 
duties. ‘Maybe a woodwind 
player has some trouble with 
his intonation,” he says: “I 
talk to the man who's having 
trouble and work out the 
problem.” 

He also rehearses the 
orchestra if Maestro Krips is 
unable to do so himself,

_ Sampson, who writes that her facts were given her by the debutante concerned. 
The occasion was a ball, given to.mark the visit of the Marquis of Lansdowne, 
then governor-general-of Canada, on Oct. 7, 1885. 


Mrs. Sampson relates, ‘Lord Lansdowne was accompanied by his military 
aide-<de-camp, Lord Melgund, afterwards Earl of Minto, a very striking figure 
in scarlet and gold braid. “He was presented by Capt. Tatlow, the private’secre- 
tary, to a charming young debutante. Immediately a Strauss waltz struck up 
and off they went. Only at the end of the evening did she ascertain that Lord 
Melgund obtained a special concession for this one dance from Lord Lansdowne 
so that he could have the young debutante as a partner. ‘I was glad I was in 
white,’ she recalled.” 


When His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor and Mrs. George R. Pearkes 
receive the young debutantes on Wednesday evening, it's possible that a ghost 
may be peeping over His Honor’s shoulder. Back in the spring.of 1866, the last 
gave-a ball at Carey Castle, which stood where Government House rises. today. 


festivities. His name, too, was George Pearkes. .Who knows, our lieuftnant- 
governor may weli be.a descendant of the socialite of a hundred years ago. 


_It appears that balls, even at Carey Castle, were very much a family 
affair in those days. At this affair, the Kennedys’ two daughters, Elizabeth and 
Georgina, did much more than add their presence. It’s reported that, during 
intermission, théy “provided music while the orchestra | supped.” 
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Balls were not the prerogative of the larger centres. Our pioneers seemed 
to spend their days working and arguing, while the nights were taken over by 
balls, dances and social gatherings. 


It appears that the bachelor farmers of the Cowichan area were just as 
agile on the ballroom floor as in the woods and fields. One account of the annual 
bachelor ball, held in 1873, reports: 


“Gay was' everyone, as fairies spiriting ‘neath a moonlit sky, and, all 
unheeded by the festive throng, the hours sped awuy until daylight broke above 
the eastern horizon, when the light fantastic ceased to wag. Then, while Old Sol 
still lingered behind the hills, steeds were mounted and helter-skelter through 
the woods, the lads and lasses dashed away, as full. of life as if they had just 
Yisen from a Jong night’s peaceful ‘rest-” - ———~ ig 


Quite often, it appears, balls were of even longer duration, Balls seemed 
to enjoy an unprecedented longevity in the tiny Cariboo centre of Clinton: The 
onés-that' were hosted by Messrs. Smith and Smith, proprietors of the Clinton 
Hotel, are said to have lasted several days. James B. Leighton writes: “They 
‘Were open to the public. All meals and horse feed were absolutely free and 
first class at that. The dance went on for three or four days and sometimes a 
week at a time in those early days. There was dancing every night and sleighing_ 
during the afternoon.”

Fur_a number of people this record will have a particular 
appeal. 

It will appea) to those for whom music is an essential 
part of the season but who are less than mspired by the trite 
stuff that is the usual available fare. 

And it will appeal to these who have enjoyed many hours 
of fine music within the walls of Christ Church Cathedral. 

This is the second time the cathedral has produced a 
recording. The first one, Bill-Dyson Sings, came out about 
this tine last year, sold 1,000 copies and won praise from 
musicians over a wide area. 

In the current release we have the choirs and. soloists, the 
organ and the bells of the cathedral in one quite delightiul 
package 

There are 12 bands, six on either side. Setting the scene 
and the mood, the first band is devoted to the summoning 
voices of the lieils, a brief welcome by Dean Brian“Whitlow~ 
and an organ voluntary that includes the great state trumpet. 

Then there follows a well-arranged program which 
pleases Hy its very contrasts and balance, frequently is 
moving and has moments which are really a thrill. 

Treble Bill Dyson is featured on the cover as the soloist 
in Mendelssvtm’s Hear My Prayer and Handel's Let the 
Bright Seraphim. 

Backed in the first instance by the adult choir and 
surrounded in the second by eight of the leading boys, these 
are altogether two impressive performances. They” were- 
taped when Bill's voice was at-its mature best and plainly 
reveal his many musical attributes as welt-as some happy 
ensemble effects. r 

Bill’s career asthe finest of Christ Church Cathedral boy 
trebles is over now, so for the hundreds of Victorians who 
have been enchanted by his singing, this record is a salute 
and a farewell. ‘ ; 

But while te Fecored jacket headlines these two. items, 
there are other highlights worthy of notice. Chief among 
them for me, is the voice of William Broadhead. 

This warm, lyrical baritone, backed by a lovely organ 
accompaniment, is heard in an Epiphany song, The Three 
Kings, and it is a gem. 

Then there are the haunting young voices of Laura Groos 
and Stephen Horning in separate solo numbers and at the end 
a pleasing combination_ of Broadhead with the smooth 
contralto of E’eanor Ashford, soloists in a Mendelssohn 
anthem. co 

Both the adult and boys’ choirs are in fine form,-particu- 
larly in the two headline riumbers and in the caro!s, The 
Infant King and Ding-Dong Mervily. 

Side-Two of the reeord is introduced with a stirring 
performance of Reger’s Organ Toccata in D-minor, played by 
Richard Proudman, 

Organist choir master Proudman has, of course, been the, 
chief_instigator of these cathedral recording sessions and 
through his:work with the choirs and soloists, the initiative, 
imagination anthdrive by which he has conceived and carried 
the project through;he has achieved something for which, not 
only-the-eathedral,_butthe-city itself should be grateful. 

The sound, technically-speaking, is good and particv'arly, 
in rerard to the organ, an improvement on the first record,
